Delay, He Proposes

SLAIN MAN’S PAPERS

New York, Dec. 12 (A P.).—The likeli- 
hood of a new police commissioner be- 
fore the week is out was today’s prin- 
Clpal development of the many-sided 
Arnold Rothstein case. 

It was authoritatively learned at city 
hall that Mayor Walker is bringing 
pressure to bear to have Commissioner 
Joseph Warren, who has not yet re- 
signed, succeeded on Saturday by Grover 
Whalen, the city’s official greeter, 

Warren had no comment to make be- 
yond saying that he had not tendered 
his resignation. He remarked that to- 
day he completed twenty months as 
police commissioner. His predecessor, 
George V. McLaughlin, held office only 
a little more than fifteen months, re- 
Signing to reenter business. 


Sacrifice for Whalen. 


It would be a large financial sacrifice 
to Whalen, who is general manager of 
the John Wanamaker store here, to 
take the commissionership, but there 
was a general feeling that the mayor 
would prevail upon him to do so as a 
matter of civic duty. 

Since Rothstein was killed more than 


been criticized for apparent inaction in 
its investigation of the case, and on sev- 
eral occasions, the most recent yester- 
day, the mayor has summoned Commis- 
sioner Warren to his office to demand 
results.

Mrs. Bridget Fahey, a chambermaid 
in the hotel where Rothstein was shot, 
who was held as material witness 
when she reported that threats had 
been made against her after she had 
given testimony about George Mc- 
Manus, who is charged with murder, 
made. a futile effort to gain her free- 
dom today. Her plea for release was 
denied at a habeas corpus hearing and 
she was remanded back to fail. 

Federal investigators of Rothstein’s 
connection with narcotic smuggling to- 
day were seeking to determine the sta- 
tus of three men of wealth whose names 
were found among the slain gambler’s 
records. The names of the three men 
were not divulged, but Federal agents 
said the records indicated they were 
financial backers of the drug ring with 
Rothstein. 

The records of the slain gambler have 
already led to the seizure of $2,500,000 


in illegally held narcotics. Another 
trunk full of papers and memoranda 
awaits a detailed inspection by the 
Federal men.

Mother of 10, Convicted 
In Dry Case, Gets Life Term 


Mrs. Etta Miller Doomed to Spend Remainder of Days 
in Michigan Prison Because Jury Finds She Sold 
Liquor; Fight Under Way to Repeal Law. 


Lansing, Mich., Dec. 12 (A.P.).--F'u: 
selling liquor Mrs. Etta Mae Miller, of 
Lansing, mother of ten children, four 
of whom are living, faces life imprison- 
ment, 

The first woman to feel the sting of 
the habitual criminal section of Mich- 
igan’s new criminal code, Mrs. Miller 
was convicted today by a circuit court 
jury of ten men and two women of 
committing her fourth liquor felony. 
Under the new code it is mandatory 
that she be sent to prison for life as 
a fourth offender. 

Mrs, Miller’s husband is serving a 
two-year term in prison, and, accord- 
ing to her story, she is the sole support 
of her children. The prosecution, how- 
ever, said the oldest of the children is 
able to care for the others, the young- 
est of whom is 13. 

The conviction came only a week 
after Chennie Tripp, also convicted of 
four liquor felonies, was sentenced to 


life imprisonment and at a time when, 


a fight is being waged over a move- 
ment for repeal of the new code. 

State Senator Seymour H. Person, 
who sat in the State legislature when 
the habitual criminal code was enacted 
last session, defended Mrs. Miller. He 
announced he would appeal the case 
and would launch a fight in the next 
legislature to repeal the law. 

Mrs. Miller received the verdict with. 
out comment. She was taken to Jal) 
to await formal sentencing. She was 
specifically convicted of having sold a 
small quantity of liquor to three men 
October 3. 

Although identified by officers in hey 
trial, she denied the charge. She de- 
clared she had sold no lIqiuor since her 
last conviction a year and a half ago, 

Mrs. Miller has served three terms 
for liquor law infractions. She was 
sentenced to 60 days in the county 
jail in 1923; six months in the Detroit 
flouse of Correction in 1925, and eix 
months in the county jail in 1927,

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Passage of Vagrancy Bill 
At This Session Held Likely 


Measure to Be Called Up in House on First District Day 
After Christmas; Hesse Hopes to Have Law in 
Force for Inauguration. 


The bill to give Washington a new 
and more drastic vagrancy act will be 
called up in the House on the first 
District day after the Christmas recess. 
Thus the prospects for it becoming a 
law at this session are now extremely 
bright. 

A decision to act on the bill on the 
first District day was reached by the 
House District committee yesterday 
when it formulated its lggislative 
program for the short session. 

The first measure to be called up 
will be the bill to give legal status to 
the Woman's Bureau of the Police De- 
partment. Then will come the vagrancy 
bill, and after that the bill to regulate 
the healing arts, the “diploma mill” 
bill, the bill providing free textbooks 
tor high school students, and the bill 
authorizing twelve new bathing pools. 

Maj. Hesse, superintendent of police,

The doctors seized the opportunity 
to begin aggressive treatment. With 
the morning operation successful, an- 
other was performed this evening, after 
which a bulletin was issued saying: 
“An operation on the king for drainage 
of the right side of the chest has been 
successfully performed this evening. 
The condition of his majesty is satis- 
factory.” 

It was stated officially at Bucking- 
ham Palace at 11:30 o’clock tonight 
that the condition of the king so far 
continues satisfactory. 

The physicians, with the exception of 
Sir Stanley, who will remain as usual 
all night at the palace, left shortly be- 
fore this statement was given out. 

The fact that the king has been able 
to maintain his strength despite the 
ravages of the disease during the past 
three weeks was one of the principal 
contributing factors to the success of 
the operation. It could not have been 
carried out without the helpful dee 
termination of the king to do every= 
thing possible to get well. 

Sir Hugh Rigby Operates. 

The operation this evening was pefr- 
formed by Sir Hugh Rigby, honorary 
surgeon to the king since 1917. He is 
senior surgeon at the London Hosple 
tal and is surgeon to the Poplar Hos- 
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Pital for Acctdents He was surgeon to 
the household of the late Queen Alex- 


andra and has been surgeon in ordi-

Not Yet Out of Danger. 


Even with the success of today’s op- 
erations and with every hope fulfilled 
there is still in prospect a long and dif- 
ficult struggle before the king will be 
out of danger. The next few days are 
expected to tell whether he begins an 
upward grade. 

Queen Mary today, between opera- 
tions on the king, answéred the call of 
duty and unveiled a war memorial to 
the men who lost their lives at sea 
during the great conflict. She paid an 
informal visit, not associated with the 
unveiling ceremony, but arranged be- 
forehand, to All Hallows, the church on 
Tower Hill. With the vicar, the Rev. 
Phillipp Clayton, the archbishop of 
Canterbury and Princess Mary, she in- 
spected the church registers, signed the 
visitor’s book, saw the Prince of Wales 
“lamp of maintenance,” and walked In 
the crypt. All the while the church 
organ was played softly. 

She returned to Buckingham Palace 
through the cold drizzle of a December 
day. Her children joined her early in 
the evening and in an anxious little 
family circle they awaited in joining 
royal apartments for word from the 
room where the operation was being 
performed. 


All London Senses Crisis.

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“DENIED BY HOWARD 


Mississippi G. 0. P. Leader 
Says He Received No Cash 
for Russell Job. 


TELLS OF CAPITAL TRIP 


Jackson, Miss., Dec. 12 (A.P.).—Perry 
W. Howard, Mississippi negro Republi- 
can leader and former Assistant United 
States Attorney General, denied on the 
Witness stand late today in ths patron- 
age trials of five men in Federal court 
here that there was any financial consid- 
eration in his indorsement of A P. Rus- 
sell, former Magee (Miss.) postmaster, 
to become United States marshal for 
the Southern District of Mississipp!. 

The prosecution alleged Howard was 
paid $1,500 by Russell when Russell and 
the negro Republican leaders went to 
Washington early in 1927 to confer with 
lioward on the appointment. 

Howard, together with S. D. Red- 
mond, A. L. Redmond and Ed L. Patton, 
Jackson negro Republican leaders, and 
Scott Hubbard, suspended deputy mar- 
Shal, are on trial on charges of con- 
spiracy to violate the Federal patronage 
act. 

Howard, at the request of James W. 
Cassedy, counsel for defense, identified 
and read before the jury a letter writ- 
ten Howard by Russell, asking some 
definite information on his chances for 
the marshalship. The letter was dated 
April 29, 1926. 

There were other candidates for mar- 
shal, Howard said, and he recommended 
F. S. Swalm, of Brook Haven. 

Howard then related his meetings 
with the Redmonds, Paton and Russell, 
who, he said, went to Washington and 
pressed the application of Russell. 
Howard said he informed Russell that 
he could not consider him for marshal 
unless Swalm, whom he had already 
recommended, should withdraw. 

He said he already had taken a stand 
against acceptance of money from can- 
didates after 5. D. Redmond called at- 
tention of the group to the passage 
of the Federal patronage act in Con- 
gress and Redmond announced that he 
was “through with patronage.” 

Howard asserted he had been in- 
formed by John Marshall, of the At- 
torney Gneeral’s office that the sena- 
tors favored the appointment of Russell 
and that the confirmation of Swalm 
would be doubtful. ‘Thereupon with- 
out agreement with Russell, Howard 
recommended the appointment of Rus-

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Text of President Coolidge’s address 
yesterday before the International Civil 
Aeronautics Conference: 


Members of the conference: 

This year will mark the first quarter 
century of the history of human filght. 
It has béen a period of such great im- 
portance in scientific development that 
it seems fitting to celebrate it with ap- 
propriate form and ceremony. For that

record and future progress of the science 
of aeronautics, in behalf of the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States, 
I bid you welcome. 

Twenty-five years ago, at Kitty Hawk, 
N. C., occurred an event of tremendous 
significance. It was the first extended 
flight ever made by man in a power- 
driven heavier-than-air machine. How 
more appropriately could we celebrate 
this important anniversary than by 
gathering together to consider the 
strides made throughout the world in 
the science and practice of civil aero- 
nautics since that day, and to discuss

After the war European nations be- 
gan to develop aeronautics as a part 
of their transportation systems.

In America, during the war. 10,000 
pilots were taught to fly; hundreds of 
aeronautic engineers and designers 
were trained; nearly 17,000 planes were 
manufactured by thousands of artisans 
who became skilled in aircraft produc- 
tion in many new factories. 

All of this was an important foun- 
dation for building up of civil aeronau- 
tics. Prior to this period our attention 
had been directed to the use of the 
airplane as a carrier of mail. From

“There remain two other matters,” SRESIOENT 
continued Dr. Alderman, “in the open 
letter addressed to you by the super- 
intendent of the Antisaloon League 
upon which you apparently ask my ad- 
vice. The first is the proposal ‘that 
the secret service men of the Federal 
prohibition unit be allowed as _ free 
and uninterrupted access to the uni- 
versity life as bootieggers are now re- 
ported to have.’ I fear the superin- 
tendent of the Antisaloon League has 
here somewhat sacrificed lucidity and 
actuality to sarcasm. 

“Bootleggers are not allowed any ac- 
cess to university grounds or university 
life. They are a nefarious tribe and 
do, of course, gain access by nefarious 
ways. I obviously would welcome any 
help from any source that could be 
legitimately used. All American uni- 
versities need help in battling with 
this problem. I believe both students 
and the academic community here and 
everywhere are disquieted and perturbd- 
ed by these unlawful invasions. 

“The present insistence of some 
eritics that the president alone ought to 
accomplish among the more than 2,000 
young people making up the student 
body at Charlottesville, and occupying 
a residential] district of more than a 
mile square, what the cities and the

THE PRESIDENT ON AVIATION. 
President Coolidge’s speech before the Civil 
Aeronautics Conference yesterday was devoted 
largely to consideration of the comparatively 
hrief but impressive history of human flight. 
‘or that purpose and to the consideration of 


the future progress of the science of aeronau- 
tics the conference has been called. 

Twenty-five years ago, said the President, 
there occurred at Kitty Hawk, N. C., the first 
extended flight ever made by man in a power- 
driven, heavier-than-air machine. Others had 
done much to solve the problem of flying, but 
it remained for the able, persistent and modest 
brothers from Dayton to demonstrate com- 
pletely the possibility of a machine raising 
itself by its own power and carrying a man in 
sustained flight: Thus was a dream that had 
intrigued the imagination since the beginning 
of time brought to practical reality. 

The President sketched the beginning of 
flight from the days when the Montgolfier 
brothers coustructeg a hot-air balloon, in which 
they were lifted from the earth, until the 
present. He paid-tribute to Alberto: Santos 
Dumont who, in 1898, began to construct a 
navigable balloon, and Count von Zeppelin 
who, about the same time, started to work out

his rigid airship. He called attention to the 
earlier scientists, from Cayley, who died in 
1857. to Langley, who were gradually working 
out the problem of the heavier-than-air ma- 
ehine. He sketched briefly the first flight of 
the Wrights who, ‘‘with genius, indomitable 
perseverance, and a will to overcome obstacles, 
applied themselves to the solution of the 
problem.” 

The war gave aviation its great impetus. 
Thousands of planes were constructed for mili- 
tary purposes and thousands of young men 
were taught to fly. Prior to the war American 
attention had been concentrated upon the use 
of the airplane as a carrier of mail, and after 
the war the airmail system, that since has ex- 
panded to more than 22 routes with a daily 
average of nearly 51,000 miles, was born. In 
1926, the Government officially recognized the 
importance of flying by establishing the post 
ef Assistant Secretary for Aeronautics in the 
War. Navy and Commerce Departments. Then, 
the value of the aviation industry in the 
United States was placed at less’ than 
$5,000,000. Today, said the President, it is 
said to be in excess of $150,000,000. 

Aeronautics have been rapidly advanced in 
other parts of the world as well, said Mr. 
Coolidge. Nearly half the 70,000 miles of air 
routes regularly operated in the world are in 
international air services. ‘‘All nations are 
looking forward to the day of extensive, regu- 
lar, and reasonably safe intercontinental and 
interoceanic transportation by airship and air- 
plane. We may be sure that the extension of 
air transport throughout the world will be of 
the utmost significance to civilization.” 

The Civil Aeronautics Conference promises 
to play an important part in speeding the ex- 
tension of air trausport throughout the world. 
It has paid honor to the first man to achieve 
flight in a motor-driven, heavier-than-air ma- 
chine. Now it will proceed to its other im- 
portant task, “the discussion of ways and 
means of further developing aeronautics for 
the benefit of mankind.” 


ARTIFICIAL COTTON. 

America is vitally concerned in the outcome 
of a venture undertaken in England and Egypt 
to produce a cotton substitute from a sturdy 
variety of South American weed. Announce- 
ment is made from Paris that a process has 
been patented for converting the fiber of this 
weed into a raw materia) that can be handled 
by cotton spinning machinery. 1 Ree brea? 
Hedley-Thornton, inventor of the process, re- 
ports that the cheaper cost of producing the 
artificial cotton will have a serious effect on 
the world’s cotton market in three more years. 

The process has progressed so far that be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 pounds of the 
fiber are expected to be produced in England 
by next July. ‘The crop has been made to grow 
in the unfertile: soil of Essex, where nothing 
could be grown before. However, the principal 
commercial crops are expected to be grown in 
Egypt and America. because England has only 
sufficient sunshine to produce one crop per 
year. Two crops are possible in a favorable 
climate, and the plant can be grown anywhere. 
It is declared to be immune to the boll weevil 
and can be harvested at a much lower cost than 
cotton. 

: If the discovery has all the advantages 
+ elaimed by Dr. Hedley-Thornton “it may 
; revolutionize the cotton industry. And if the 
crop can be profitably grown in unfertile lands 

of England, Scandinavia and other northern 
countries as reported it may seriously affect 

- the American cotton market. Cotton is one 
' of the foremost exports of the United States, 
amounting to 5,780,000,000 pounds valued at 

_ $866,900,000 in 1927. It is obvious that if 

_ England could supply her cotton mills from 
her own soil. from neighboring countries and 


‘f 


Egypt, where labor is cheaper than in the 


wag. 


United States, exports from this country would 
suffer. 

Until production of artificial cotton through 
this process is well established it must be re- 
garded, of course, as an experiment. But -it 
is an éxperiment in which this country has a 
vital interest. The cotton growing industry 
here will, no doubt, keep close watch over the 
development of Dr. Hedley-Thornton’s plan. 


WORK OF RADICALS. 


Reports of a plot against the life of Presi- 
dent-elect Herbert Hoover in Argentina sound 
more disquieting than they really are. As Mr, 
Hoover journeys toward Buenos Aires there is 
little, if any, danger that his visit will be mar- 
red by any embarrassing demonstrations or any 
pretense at violence. The spirit of good will 
which has been so manifest on the visit of the 
President-elect to the other South Americen 
countries will no doubt be just as evident in 
Argentina, 

Authorities of the Argentine Republic are 
to be congratulated ou their efficient detection 
of the supposed plot. Suspected radicals have 
been under surveillance for some wecks. Agi- 
tators against the United States have been 
rounded up, and precautions have been taken 
to prevent any possible demonstration during 
the visit of the Presideut-elect’s party. Presi- 
dent Irigoyen of the Argentine Republic has

However, these agitations aud tle present 
supposed plot are not to be taken as indications 
of unfriendly feelings between the governments 
or the people of the United States and Argen- 
tina. These two great nations of the Western 
Continent have always maintained peace and 
cordial relations exist between them. The sup- 
posed plot is a most unfortunate preliminary 
to a mission of good will, but this country 
should not attach to it any undue significance. 
Mr. Hoover will most likely be received in Ar- 
gentina with enthusiasm comparable to that ex- 
perienced in the other nations visited, and his 
plea for better understanding may result in 
quieting the radica]) element which has ac- 
cused the United States of “imperialism.” 


PRIVATE FORESTRY. 

Opportunity for development of a new indus- 
try in the United States may be noted in the 
annual report of R. Y. Stuart, chief of the For- 
est Service. Mr. Stuart advocates the conver- 
siou of waste forest land owued by private in- 
dividuals into money-making enterprises. The 
plan may prove a valuable sideline for farmers 
and land owners who at present obtain no rev- 
enue from their forest-covered areas. 

The plan appears practical. For one thing 
there has come to be a great demand each year 
for Christmas trees. Christmas-tree produc- 
tion already has become a considerable busi- 
ness, marketing approximately 10,000,000 
trees at a cost of $5,000,000 annually. Only 
part of these trees are supplied from native 
forests. A large portion are commercially 
zrown on laud that is good for no other pur- 
pose. Suitable trees can be grown in six to 
twelve years with practically no care. Native 
spruces and firs are used with the greatest suc- 
cess, 

However, this is not the most important 
need for commercial development of privately 
owned forests. The annual forest survey 
shows that a condition has developed in parts 
of the country that leaves it doubtful whether 
certain land, because of long disuse, has not 
passed over from the class of potentially useful 
into the class of permanent desert. Much of 
this land is beyond reclamation. 

The eastern half of the United States is the 
most serious offender in wasting forest lands. 
Vast forests once covered this country. Now 
with three-fourths of the forest land and six- 
sevenths of the population the HWastern States 
have less than two-fifths of the country’s tim- 
ber. Virgin forests of the West are drawn 
upon for more than 20 per cent of the timber 
used in the East. Yet private interests control 
336,000,000 acres of forest land, most of which 
will grow timber crops. At the present time a 
large percentage of this land is being allowed 
to deteriorate, with resultant loss of water 
supply. Pennsylvania’s one-time extensive for- 
ests now produce only enough lumber to sup- 
ply the City of Pittsburgh: Private owners, 


as well as the Federa) and State governments, © 


are allowing a tremendous resource to go to 
waste, 

There is an acute need for development of 
private forests. As the necessity becomes more 
apparent private timber-growing activity is 
likely to increase. At the present time owners 
of forest lands have excellent opportunities to 
rehabilitate them. But within a few years the 
opportunity is likely to disappear, particularly 
as the Government begins acquiring such land 
for watershed protection, public recreation or 
other public needs. 


BUILDING INSPECTION REFORM. 


Following a thorough iuvestigation of the 
construction cave-in that occurred October 2 
at Fourteenth and K streets, the grand jury 
has recommended that the District building 
regulations be amended and strengthened, Two 
workmen were killed in the accident. Not 
many weeks previously a serious construction 
accident occurred at the opposite corner and 
during the last year there have been several 
fatal building accidents. 

“Among the weakuesses in the present law,” 
says the grand jury report, “is the practice of 
permitting the owner to select and pay his own 
inspector. Certainly there should be no divi- 
sion of authority in this important work and 
the inspector’s allegiance and responsibility 
should be to the District and not to the builder 
or contractor. Among other remedies needed 
is a revision of the entire code to make it pro- 
vide not only for the convenience and protec- 
tion of the builder, but algo and primarily for 


| the benefit and the protection of the public and 
| the safety of workers engaged in building con- 
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struction. A substantial increase is necessary 


in the present appropriation to provide fer 
several additioual inspectors and for a general 
reorganization of the office so as to admit of 
group instead of area inspection,” 

Proper and adequate inspection of new 
building ia one of the most important dutivs 
of municipal government. The impression has 
gained ground that the District has been remiss 
in this respect and the statement of the build- 
ing inspector—that for several years he bus 
been handicapped by inadequate appropria- 
tions—-does not add to a feeling of security. 
Several accidents have occurred that might 
have been avoided had the building operatious 
been more adequately inspected. It is nut im- 
possible that buildings now completed may 
also have been only cursorily examined during 
construction and that, not necessarily to the 
discredit of the builder, they contain inherent 
flaws.

FAKE TRADE SCHOOLS. 

The most despicable enemy is the oue who 
strikes when a man is down. A report of the 
New York Industrial Survey Commission 
places in this class the fake trade schools of 
that State. -The indictment should include the 
illegitimate trade schools throughout the coun- 
try as well as employment agencies gullty of 
similar practices. 

The usual practice of the fake trade school 
is to rent an office near an employment agency. 
Sometimes desks are maintained in employ- 
ment agencies and runners frequently are em- 
ployed to approach jobless men, who in their 
eagerness to find work, are unusually gullible. 
They enroll for such courses as automobile 
washing, bricklaying, tile setting, lathing and 
others, usually paying tuition fees on the 
promise of employment when the course is 
finished. 

The typical course of instruction in these so- 
called schools consists of a few days’ practice 
work after which the students are duly “grad- 
uated.” Promises of employment seldom 
materialize. At the end of their “schooling” 
the jobless men find that they have wasted 
their time and lost money that was. badly 
needed. 

Distinction must, of course, be made be- 
tween swindling organizations and the legiti- 
mate trade schools and employment agencies 
of the country. The latter fill a: public need 
and render valuable service to persons wishing 
to learn a trade or find a job. But there are 
sufficient fake organizations of this kind to 
justify a thorough investigation by the man 
who is contemplating expenditure of his last 
$10 to learn a trade by practicing it for a few 
days. Some of the States are recognizing the 
need for investigating trade schools that are 
set up over night and operated with the aid 
of street runners, but to effectively eliminate 
them the unemployed should recognize them 
for what they are.

Italian, Who Posed as Irish 
to Overhear Countrymen, 
Found Bullet-Riddled. 


CLEAN-UP ORDER GIVEN 


Chicago, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—The rum- 
rulner’s formula for tipsters silenced 
an undercover man for the Federal 
prohibition corps today, and brought 
a pledge from United States District 
Attorney George E. Q. Johnson that he 
would direct the entire resources of 
his office in an investigation of the 
alcohol syndicate. 

The latest victim of the bootlegfers' 
guns was Frank “Fat” Basile, one-time 
peddler of liquor, who pald for a 
parole from prison by turning Govern- 
ment informer and, of late, chauffeur 
for the dry squad. In a prairie on the 
far South Side they found his body 
early today, shot three times. They 
wrote him down as the fourth victim 
of the week in the Chicago Heights 
rum feud. 

Basile might have gone on with his 
undercover work but for his appear- 
ance with a dry squad in Chicago 
Heights after the assassination last 
week of Leroy Gilbert, chief of the 
South Chicago Heights police. There, 
police believe, liquor gangsters first 
learned that he was identified with the 
Government. Basile often posed as an 
Irishman, the Federal officers said, and 
thus was able to mingle with his Ital- 
ian countrymen and gather evidence 


from conversations overheard in thelr | 
native tongue.

The reason for both of the above 
answers can be combined in ane ex- 
planation. 

The Declarer would be foolish not to 
win the first trick because it 1s pos- 
sible that a second Heart would be 
ruffed and more than possible that a 
shift would be made to Clubs which 
would save game. He can see that he 
must lose to the adverse Ace of trumps 
and that he has one losing Heart and 
three losing Clubs in addition, so that 
the possibility exists of his making 
only eight tricks—two less than game. 

Declarer is anxious to exhaust the 
adverse trumps; butif he should leada 
trump, it doubtless would be wor by 
the adverse Ace and the adversaries, 
after winning one more Heart, would be 
forced to try the Club suit which would 
result in their taking in the game-sav- 
ing tricks. Therefore it is essential 
for the Declarer to get discards from 
his Closed Hand before leading trumps. 

It is not likely that the adverse Dia- 
monds are divided more unevenly than 
5-3, and probably three Diamonds can 
be run without being trumped; so De- 
clarer’s best chance is to lead the King 
of Diamonds, overtake in Dummy, lead 
the Queen and Jack of Diamonds from 
Dummy (getting two discards from 
Closed Hand), and so reduce Declar- 
er’s losing tricks to one trump and 
two others—leaving him enough for 
game.

BULLET BRINGS HIM DOWN 


Chicago, Dec, 12 (A.P.).—Nine police- 
men, including a deputy commissioner, 
were shot and wounded today in a five- 
hour battle with a crazed negro boy, 
who barricaded himself in his home 
and defied until fatally wounded the 
attempts to dislodge him made by 200 
policemen and firemen. 

Machine guns, riot guns, pistols, rifles 
and tear bombs were used by the be- 
slegers and the youth was shot when a 
police squad, behind steel shields, 
forced entrance to the three-story brick 
building and fired fifteen bullets into 
his body as he attempted to train his 
shotgun on them. Despite his injuries 
and the fact that a policeman’s bullet 
passed entirely through his skull, the 
youth lived for two hours. * 

In the apartment with the youth 
throughout the siege were three sisters 
and two brothers, one of them only a 
baby. They huddled together in one 
room and escaped harm from tear gas, 
but when they came out were almost 
white from the plaster chipped off the 
ceilings by bullets. 

A smashed restaurant window led to 


the spectacular siege. Ernest Whiteurst, 
16, victim of the battle, disliked a res- 
iaurant proprietor, and last night 
tossed a brick through the restaurant 
window.

Another negro boy told ‘the police, 
and ofiicers went to Whiteurst’s home 
on the near North Side. 

The boy answered their knock with a 
charge from his shotgun. The police 
stummoned help and the most spectacu- 
lar siege in the history of the depart- 
ment was on. The youth took a stand 
near a window on the second floor of 
the building as police and fire depart- 
ment cars began to arrive. Searchlights 
played on the structure and firemen 
smashed windows, tossed tear bombs 
and flooded the place with water. 

He fired 
every time he saw a policeman and

\URICE McCARTHY, Georgetown

Maurice makes use of those physical 
assets to play a right good game of 
basket ball, and he offered convincing 
proof last night In the George Washing- 
ton gymnasium as Georgetown spanked 
the husky Western Maryland Five, 38 
to 23 
A comparison of McCarthy’s work in 
golf and basket ball might tend to 
show that in the latter it is easier for 
him to excel, for the ball and hole are 
larger and the playing space smaller. 
But if the drops of perspiration he shed 
last night had been measured against 
those of the match in which he carried 
Bobby Jones to the nineteenth hole in 
the amateur championship two years 
ago, it would have been as gallons to 
gills. 


All of which is appropriate in 
telling that McCarthy scored four- 
teen of Georgetown’s points with 
six fleld goals and two fouls and 
made direct assists in the scoring 
of four other goals, besides making 
himself a general nuisance to the 
Green Terrors throughout. 


He didn’t make anything else be- 
cause there were only 40 minutes in 
which to piay, and, then, too, four 
other Hiltoppers were eager to help him. 

The same array that won 16 out of 17 
starts last year disported under George- 
town’s colors again. Last night’s tri- 
umph increased its string of successive 
wins, including those of last season, 
to 16, meanwhile impressing the ca- 
pacity crowd with the thought that 
the Ripley-coached machine should go 
along nicely for some time to come. 

Western Maryland was playing its 
first contest of the season. Coach 
Hugh Spier presented a band of brawny, 
vet speedy basketers who bid for the 
decision on just those qualities, dis- 
Playing little of the finer points of 
the game. 


Theirs was the wide-open style 
which was no match for either Mc- 
Carthy alone or Georgetown’s snap- 
py short passing, and after a hard- 
fought first half the Terrors could- 
n’t maintain the pace while the 
Hilltoppers kept on untiringly.

Prove Great Ground Gainers

TLANTA, Ga., Dec. 12 (A.P.).—The 
A quadruple pass of Georgia Tech 
- and Louisiana State’s “dead man” 
play were probably the high spots of 
the 1928 football season in Dixie so 
far as the unorthodox was concerned.

“dead man” trick of Coach Russ Co- 
hen’s Baton Rouge Tigers.

worked by a half back falling across 
the ball and groaning mightily. 


Seven lined up closely around 
him as if looking for his injuries, 
when he suddenly jumped over the 
ball in the center position, snapped 
it back to another back, who ran 
with it. This play, like Georgia 
Tech’s, was used only once. 


North Carolina State sent nine men 
to the line of scrimmage occasionally 
for an off-tackle play, and gained con- 
sistently on it. 

Although made famous on the Pa- 
cific Coast by Coach Glenn Warner, 
Alabama used the spin piay success- 
fully for the first time in six years in 
the South. No team has used this 
play since Mississippi A. and M., back 
in 1922, until this year. 

Coach Wallace Wade built the play 
around John Campbell, half back. The 
play evolved from a fake reverse, with 
Campbell then ,twisting and whirling 
through tackle or where ever an open- 
ing appeared. It was instrumental in 
giving the Crimson Tide victories over 
Georgia and Louisiana State and also 
gained considerable yardage against 
Georgia Tech.

S (A.P.).—Prof. Tyrus Raymond 
Cobb, one of the greatest players 
base ball has ever known, never bother- 
ed with foreign languages when he was 
pounding out hitting and fielding 
records, but he had to learn a few 
words of Japanese to “get by’ in the 
Orient. 


The former Detroit Tiger star arrived 
today from a two-months tour in the 
Far East. A friend asked “it’s you, is 
it, Mr. Cobb?” Before he could catch 
himsélf, Ty answered “so des-hal- 
arigatu.” Translated it means “so it is, 
yes, thank you.” 

And thereby hangs the tale of how 
a great American League outfielder who 
seldom booted the ball, fumbled his 
way to popularity in the land of the 
rising sun on four seemingly insignifi- 
cant words. 

Everywhere that Tyrus went in fact 
every time he stepped out of ‘is hotet?, 
th youth of Japan swarmea at his 
heels. Greetings and questions in 
native tongue beat a tattoo on his ear 
drums. So Cobb conceive he id2a 
of replying in kind. It went over big. 
Interpreters were plentiful but the 
natives liked to hear “the great base 
ball man” talk. The four word speech 
never failed to bring a cheer. 

The masses of Japan have heard 
much of Cobb, but more of Babe 
Ruth, which explains why many 
thought that Cobb was a cousin of 
Ruth’s. 

The Georgia Peach went to Japan 
to play a few exhibition games and 
instruct the baseball inclined. One of 
his classes at Waseda University num- 
bered 4,000 and they stayed until too 
dark to see the ball.

Sich apprehension when he faces

the training period and Singer looked 
more like the champion than did Can- 
zonerl, for Al is the better boxer of the 
two! This gave Singer the same con- 
fidence that was Corbett’s when he 
fought Sulliven—it’s che difference be- 
tween being just confident and know- 
ing that you can win.

$2,000,000 FOR STATUE 


Ronre, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—Alceo Dossena, 
the sculptor whose skill tn reproducing 
classic masterpieces defied art experts 
of half a dozen countries, today filed 
sult against the antique dealers, Fasoll 
& Pallesi, who hired him to make the 
facsimiles over a period of ten years. 
He asked 1,250,000 lire (approximately 
$65,870) which he claims to be due him 
for his work. 

Dossena’s brief set forth that he un- 
derstood when he turned over to the 
dealers his remarkable facsimiles of the 
works of Donatello, Pisano and other 
old masters of the craft, they were to 
be marketed as copies.

Senator Dill Hits at Plan of 
Ogden Mills to Boost 
Qwn Salary. 


A brief designed to show that Comp- 
troller General McCar! was in error and 
committed a “gross injustice’ when he 


issued his interpretation of the “rela- 
tive position” clause in the Welch act 
has been filed with the Senate and 
House civil service committees by 
Luther C. Steward, president of the 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
ployes. 

The brief was prepared for the fed- 
eration by J. W. Karsner, chief of the 
docket section of the Federal Trade 
Commission, who in his study of the 
question obtained the advice of a large 
number of experts in colleges and in 
large business firms. 

It was McCarl’s interpretation that 
resulted in hundreds of employes re- 
ceiving only a $60 raise, when Congress 
clearly intended they should get a 
$160 raise. 

Karsner’s brief is expected to carry 
considerable weight with the civil 
service committees when they draft the 
bill to revise the Welch act so as to 
give the poorly paid employes the 
money they were supposed to get. 


Smoot Sees Passage at Session. 


Senator Reed Smoot (Republican), 
of Utah, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. declared on the floor of the Sen- 
ate yesterday that he had no doubt that 
the Welch pay-raise act would be re- 
vised at this session of Congress. 

The Welch act came up during a row 
over a proposal to increase the salary 
of Undersecretary of the Treasury Og- 
den Mills from $10,000 to $12,000 a year. 
The proposal was fought principally by 
the Democrats. 

Senator Clarence Dill (Democrat), of 
Washington, who fought hard for high- 
er increases for the poorly paid Govern- 
ment employes at the ‘ast session, en- 
gaged Smoot in the debate over the 
Welch act. 

“The message of the President,” Dill 
said, “talks about the necessity of hold- 
ing down expenditures, and we have 
learned from the operation of the Welch 
law that a lot of poorly paid clerks are 
not receiving the increases that it was 
expected they would receive. 


Hits MeCarl. 


“We are told also that the attempt 
to increase those salaries to where it 
was intended they should be by those 
who fathered the act will be opposed 
because of the condition of the Treas- 
ury, and with these facts in our faces, 
the committee comes in with an in- 
crease of $2,000 a year for a man who 
is already receiving $10,000 a year. 

“The only excuse given is that 
has a great many duties, and 
they are important duties. 

“The condition of the Treasury is 
continually cited as a reason why other 
matters can not be considered. It 
seems to me that this increase in sal- 
ary might well wait until increases of 
salary are given to the poorly paid 
clerks in the governmental depart- 
ments, clerks we thought we were tak- 
ing care of when we passed the Welch 
bill.”
